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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "204" has been used to designate both "WAVEFORM 
WORK STATION" and "LOOP GENERATOR" as shown in Fig. 2b. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on p. 10, 
lines 2 and 4, numeral "202" has been used to label both the source and waveform work 
station. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

3. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 16-20 been renumbered claims 14-18 respectively. 

4. Claims 4-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase 
"image displayed image" as defined in line 9 of claim 4 should be -display image--. The 
phrase "displaying said unique image said test channels" as defined in line 8 of claim 4 
should be -displaying said unique image using said test channels--. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nozaki (US 
6,388,681). 
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According to Webster's dictionary, test means evaluation, or observation. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Nozaki discloses an audio test signal generator comprising 
a source (1) of digital data corresponding to a unique graphic image (Fig. 2, e.g.), a 
converter (1 1) adapted to convert said digital data into pseudo audio test signal (this 
limitation reads on the text on col. 4, lines 28; wherein the image is being evaluated and 
observed to match the corresponding audio signal); and a combining circuit (20) 
arranged to combine an audio program (from 12) and the pseudo audio test signal (from

11) into a composite audio signal (col. 3, lines 46-47, lines 64-66). See also col. 5, lines 
39-44. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 1-3 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nozaki in view of Boon (US 6,771,826). 

Regarding claim 12, Nozaki fails to show the first and second extractors. Boon 
teaches such two extractors for extracting the two orthogonal components. This, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Nozaki in view of 
Boon by using the encoder as taught in Boon in order to save the memory required for 
storing the image. 

Regarding claims 1-3, the limitation that "said reproduced image has geometric 
and spatial characteristics that are indicative of characteristic parameters of the audio 
program" inherently reads on the image being displayed that corresponds to the audio 
information being recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 4-1 0 would be allowable over the prior art in the record if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the objections as set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . Claim 1 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable over the prior art in the record if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

12. Claims 14-18 are allowable over the prior art in the record.
